Minnie Anderson Hale has changed 
her mind. 
It is one or the preroga­ 
tives of her sex, and she doesn’t mind 
admitting it. 
Mrs. Hale, it will be 
remembered, created quite a stir in' 
Georgia about a year ago, wh<*n she 
presented 
a 
diploma from a recog- 
niged law school to Judge J. T. Pen­ 
dleton, of the Superior Court, and 
asked for her license to practice. The 
license was denied, but that did not 
stop Mrs. Hale. 
A few months later 
a bill drafted by her, admitting wo­ 
men to the bar, wa* introduced in the 
state legislature, 
and 
finally killed 
there, after all Georgia and a few ad­ 
joining states had become interested 
in it. 
Now' the cause 
has 
lost its 
fair 
champion. 
_ “Women 
of Georgia,’* Mrs. 
Hale 
says, “do not want the right to prac­ 
tice law in the first place, and in the 
second they do not need it. After in­ 
vestigating for more than a year, I 
not only have dropped my fight, but 
I am apposed 
to 
the 
right 
being 
granted to women. 
I do not think, 
however, 
that 
Georgia 
ought 
to 
change her contradictory law on the 
subject.” 
Some of Mrs. Hale’s other reasons 
for stating that women should not be 
admitted to the bar are not very com­ 
plimentary to the Georgia courts. 
“I do not think that the average 
court 
ie a 
place 
where a woman 
should be generally thrown and their 
association with men In the courts 
would lessen the latter’* respect for 
them. 
The Georgia courts 
would 
have to be sterilized before women 
should practice in them. 
The justice 
courts are the worst of ail, and they 
should be abolished. 
Certainly 
no 
woman would practice in them. 
Georgia W'emea Loa teat. 
“The women of Georgia have dem­ 
onstrated, I-think, that they do not 
want to practice law.* They are con­ 
tented and happy in this state, well 
cared for in every’ way, and appar­ 
ently they are perfectly satisfied with 
their legal status.” 
Asked 
if all states came 
under 
Georgia's status in ber opinion, Mrs. 
Hale excepted those -where woman’s 
suffrage prevails. 
x “In those state,” she said, “women 
would be more in their element with 
women on the Jury and women occu­ 
pying some of the state offices. Fur 
ther still, there a woman is better 
qualified to practice law’ through her 
more general interest in ail public 
affairs."

vShe adds that even 
in 
the equal 
suffrage states the majority of 
fhr* 
women 
lawyers 
are 
not 
earning 
enough to live comfortably upon, 
.The little woman, who so bravely 
walked into the Superior court last 
year with her diploma tucked unde 
her arm and asked the Court to in­ 
terpret a section of the state code 
has so completely changed her mind 
that she now agree* that there is onh 
.two occupations for a w’oman. 
V‘ln the course 
of 
my 
investiga­ 
tion/' she says, “J wrote Mrs. Em­ 
erson, of Washington, a famous w*o- 
man lawyer and 
a 
friend of mine 
She answered that 
there 
are 
two 
thing* for a woman to do. Get mar­ 
ried or teach—I agree with her. 
“I wl*l *o even 
further and add 
that if women ever get suffrage 
in 
Georgia I hope to cast a ballot for 
Joe Hill Hall. 
He, in opposing my 
bill, declared that the proper place 
for a woman is at home by a fire­ 
side, and I am with him—now.” 
♦So many turns of fate can cast a 
woman on her own resources that 
Mrs. Hale declares 
that 
every one 
stjpuld be taught some trade by which 
she can support herself In case it Is 
necessary. 
1*1 am 
now 
teaching commercial 
law. 
J am very glad that I studied 
end got my diploma, and I think an 
elementary knowledge of law 
is a 
great help to every man aud woman 
and should be one of the courses in 
public schools. 
But still. I don't 
think I will ever try to practice." 
■**' While Mr. Hale dW not wish to re­ 
ceive ber license in Georgia, just after 
She graduated from the Atlanta Law 
school, she had 
never intended to 
practice law her she says, but ex­ 
pected to go weal 
Mrs. Hale, who before she gradu­ 
ated from the law school, was well 
known as a music teacher, is now 
livln at 4*1 East Harris street. 
The question of woman's right 
to 
practice law* is one of the most im­ 
portant that will come up at the next 
meeting of the Georgia Bar associa­ 
tion. .
